le Necessity for the Project 


When Foreign Documents Division was originally formed, no 
requirements were presented for the exploitation of the foreign 
language publications from Western Europee No facilities were 
therefore established for this service and the publications of that 
area are not being monitored for intelligence purposes, The reor- 
ganization of the Office of Research and Reports and the development 
of world affairs throwing emphasis on the importance of the economic 
concentration of Western Europe indicates that there now is a definite 
need for this servicee (See memorandum from Assistant Director for 
Research and Reports attached as Appendix A.)
